Mayor C r o o k began organizing into squads the men who were armed 
and going about the business section, and *0111 them to I ine Hint 1 
street, recognized a* a dividing line between the two sections of the 
citv as to color. 
T hese men had instructions to stop an\ passing from one section 


i n t o the o t h e i ; by either whites or black*. 
This was done in order to prevent any accidental clash of individ­ 
uals or groups that otherwise might have occurred. 
Yesterday the mayor, in consultation with a group ot prominent 
citizens, sum m oned 2 5 o men w ho at 6 o'clock yesterday e\en in g 
were sworn as special officers, and put on the streets under com* 
mand of Col. C. M. Ragland and under such orders as the m ayor 
might find necessary or advisable to make. 
These men were instructed to prevent an\ assembling into groups 
of any persons, white or 
black, and to permit 
no armed persons, 
other than authorized peace officers, to be on the streets. 
I he , 
will be on duty * 0 long as there appears to be need. 
Both white and black may, and should go, about their business as 
usual— the mayor's action is for that purpose.
